WORTH THINKING ABOUT 
In view of the recent talk about the business, profits, 
etc., of the meat pack ers, it’s worth remembering the 
basic economics of all businesses in this country . 
To be successful, any business roust do four things 
— 1) it must purchase its raw' materials at prices corn- 
arable to the prices paid by its competitors; 2) through 
now-how, efficiency , good operating, it must manufac­ 
ture produc ts of comparable quality at a manufacturing 
cost no higher than that of its competitors; 3) in doing 
this, it must pay its work ers wage rates comparable to 
the going wage-scale paid by others; 4) and it must aell 
its product at prices that a large part of the public is 
willing and able to pav. 
In the livestock -and-mcat industry , this simply jneans 
that prices must be h ig h enough to eam both co^t and 
a decent profit for the livestock , producer, the meat 
pack er and the retail merchant—and 
lo w enough to 
k eep the great masses of people eating meat.

OBJECTIONABLE ODORS AND FLAVORS 
IN MILK can be prevented by removing the cause. 
Feed is the cause of most of the trouble. The most 
pronounced flavors and odors are produced by garlic, 
onions, turnips, cabbage, rape, k ale, and certain 
weeds such as bitterweed and stink weed. Sudden 
changes to such feeds as green alfalfa, green sweet 
clover or silage may produce temporary flavors in the 
milk . Odors may also la* absorbed from the bam by 
carelessly handled milk .

In graz­ 
ing, gains up to 60% of the grazing season’s total gain* 
are usually made before July first. During the hot, 
dry day s of July and August, gains are frequently low 
or lack ing, and indeed an actual loss of weight often 
occurs; but with fall, gains again resume.

WHEN it comes to baby’s toilet 
training, wise mothers will 
let 
well enou gh alone. They will not 
attem pt training too early nor 
insist on perfection. 
All too many mother*, however, 
regard the establishing of regu lar 
habits as a life-and-death m atter. 
Under the mistaken impression 
that absolu te clock-like regu lar­ 
ity of elimination is necessary to 
health, they begin training early 
and pu rsu e it rigorou sly with the 
resu lt that they often have a re­ 
belliou s and constipated baby to 
deal with. 
Distort Personality 
Indeed, many 
specialists 
be­ 
lieve 
that 
these 
over-vigorou s 
training habits not only interfere 
with normal bowel habits, bu t may 
also 
perm anently 
distort 
the 
child’s personality. 
According 
to 
Dr. 
Benjamin 
Spook of New York, it is very im­ 
portant for mothers to learn the 
right way of going abou t this 
training. 
It 
shou ld 
never 
be 
pressed to the point where the 
child rebels, a particu lar danger 
du ring the second year of life. 
Rebellion means conflict and 
conflict means emotional scars, 
sometimes of life-long du ration. 
Babies may rebel against the 
training merely becau se having a 
bowel movement is u ncomfortable. 
An infant who has had painfu l, 
hard movements on frequ ent oc­ 
casions natu rally dreads the toilet 
seat. Thu s it is necessary to pre­ 
vent or cu re constipation throu gh­ 
ou t the first two years of life by 
regu lating the diet. 


Another factor to be given con­ 
sideration is whether or not the in­ 
fant natu rally has bowel move­ 
ments at a regu lar time. Tihe baby 
who always moves his bowels at 
the same time each day is never a 
training problem. 


Three Koras 


Dr. Spock points ou t that the 
resistance against training may 
take three forms: First, the baby 
resists sitting on the toilet or even 
going to the bathroom. In severe 
cases, there may be violent rages 
and temper tantru m s. In another 
grou p of cases, the baby may sit 
on the toilet willingly bu t nothing 
happens. The bowel movement oc­ 
cu rs immediately after he gets u p. 
In a third variety the baby will 
not have a bowel movement either 
while on the toilet or afterw ards. 
He acqu ires constipation merely 
becau se of his mental attitu de. 
The retained bowel movement be­ 
comes hard within the bowel and 
then is painfu l to eliminate. Then 
the baby has two reasons for fail­ 
u re to have a bowel movement, the 
hard stool and resistance to the 
toilet seat. 
In the process of training, the 
baby shou ld be pu t on the Toilet 
casu ally and briefly, and only after 
he ran sit u p w’ell withou t help. 
If the baby does not seem to co­ 
operate, efforts shou ld be relax ed 
u ntil weeks or months later. 
Every child will gradu ally ac­ 
qu ire control of the bowel fu nc­ 
tion in the normal way if he is 
let alone to a great extent. Too 
mu ch persistence will do more 
harm than good.

WHEN it comes to baby** toilet 
training, wise mother* will 
let 
well enough alone. They will not 
attempt training too tarty nor 
insist on perfection. 
All too many mothers, however, 
regard the establishing of regular 
habit* a.« a life-and-death matter. 
Under the mistaken impression 
that absolute clock-like regular­ 
ity of elimination is necessary to 
health, they begin training early 
and pursue it rigorously with the 
result that they often have a re­ 
bellious and constipated baby to 
deal with. 
D istort Personality 
Indeed, many 
specialists 
be­ 
lieve 
that 
these 
over-vigorous 
training habits not only interfere 
with normal bowel habits, but may 
also 
permanently 
distort 
the 
child** personality. 
According 
to 
Dr. 
Benjamin 
Spock of New York, it is very im­ 
portant for mothers to I tarn the 
right way of going about this 
training. 
It 
should 
never 
be 
pressed to the point where the 
child rebels, a particular danger 
during the second year of life. 
Rebellion means conflict and 
conflict means emotional scars, 
sometimes of life-long duration. 
Babies may rebel against the 
training merely because having a 
bowel movement is uncomfortable. 
An infant who has had painful, 
hard movements on frequent oc­ 
casions naturally dread* the toilet 
seat. Thus it is necessary to pre­ 
vent or cure constipation through­ 
out th* first two years of lift by 
regulating the diet. 


i 
Another factor to be given eon­ 
s’deration is whether or not the in­ 
fant naturally has bowel move- 
manta at a regular time, lh® baby 
who alway* moves his bowels at 
the same time each day is never a 
training problem. 
Three Forms 
Dr. Spook points out that the 
resistance against training may 
take three forms: First, the baby 
resists sitting on the toilet or even 
going to the bathroom. In severe 
cases, there may be violent rages 
and temper tantrum*. In another 
group of cases, the baby may sit 
on the toilet willingly but nothing 
happens. The bowel movement oc­ 
curs immediately after he gets up. 
In a third variety the baby will 
not have a bowel movement tither 
’* bile on the toilet or afterwards. 
He acquires constipation merely 
Decause of hie mental attitude. 
The retained bowel movement be­ 
comes hard within th# bowel and 
then is painful to eliminate. Then 
the baby has two reasons for fail­ 
ure to have a bowel movement, the 
hard stool and resistance to tbs 
toilet test 
In the process of training, the 
baby should br put on the toilet 
casually and briefly, and only after 
he can sit up well without help. 
If the baby does not teem to co­ 
operate, efforts should be relaxed 
until weeks or months later. 
Every child will gradually ac­ 
quire control of the bowel func­ 
tion in the normal way if he is 
let alone to a great extent. Too 
much persistence will do more 
harm than good.
